The number of requests received from borrowers in recent months for motion 

Picture information indicates that co-ops in increasing numbers recognize the 
value of well-selected movies in drawing crowds and providing information and 
entertainment at meetings. Some co-ops appear to have developed many sources 
of valuable films. Others are just beginning to use motion pictures and have 
difficulty in obtaining appropriate films. Primarily as an aid to the latter 
group, we have prepared the attached’ list of motion pictures (and a few slide 


films end film strips) suitable for showing at REA co-op meetings. 


Many documentary films are released by commercial organizations, universities 
ana Government agencies, and we do not see all of them. The attached list is 
Simply a selection of Fictures which have been seen by one or more members of 
the REA staff, which are known to.be still in circulation, and which should 

be available to co-ops at little or no charge. Hach film marked with an as- 
terisk (*) is regarded as particularly well suited to general audiences, such 
as annual meeting audiences, on the basis of accuracy, entertainment value end 
non-technical instructicnal value. by 957% 


The several good rural electrification films produced by various State agencies, 
such as State Extension Services, have not been included in the list, since they 
are usually not available for distribution outside the Stete. 


This list will be revised from time to time as new films come to cur attention,

other co-ops by giving us a brief report on the ricture and how it cen be booked, 


Here is some additional information that may be helrful in locating and scheduling 
films; 


State Fiim Libraries. In the past, REA has arranged with the Motion Picture 
Service of the Department of Agriculture to send prints of the two REA films, 

"Bob Marshall Comes Home," and "Power and the Land," to co-ops and other interest- 
ed groups. Recently, however, the demand for these and other Department films 

has increased to such an extent that the Motion Ficture Service has asked us 

to refer all except emergency requests for RiA films to the State Film Libraries, 
These libraries, cooperating with the U. S. Department of Agriculture, collect 
visual-education material for the convenience of schools and other organizations 
in their areas. We believe it will be to your advantage to get scquainted with 
your State Film Library and the services it offers your co-op. 


A jist of State Film Libraries is enclosed. we suggest that you write to the 
one nearest you for a list of the films it distributes and directions for borrow- 
ing them.
